The Kinship Caregivers Sub Committee of the Child Safety and Services Task Force recommends that the Indiana form for 

GUARDIANSHIP be added to the Court Access Website, indianalegalhelp.org, along with understandable instructions. 

 

Background of Recommendation: 

 

What is the need or problem? 

Kinship Caregivers are often grandparents or close relatives of the children in their care.  Because of this, they are 

hesitant to move towards Termination of Parental Rights and Adoption of the child(ren) in their care, in hopes that the 

children’s biological parents might be able to, one day, re-assume their parenting role.  Yet, the kinship caregivers need 

legal protection and status to have the right to be a part of the child or children’s educational access and rights, as well 

as medical care. 

 

What is the current response to the problem by the State of Indiana? 

Currently, it is difficult for Kinship Caregivers to access legal support and facilitate the Guardianship Process. 

 

What is the recommender proposing, and how will it help solve the problem? 



Providing public access and instructions for how to move forward in being recognized as a child’s legal guardian will be a 

huge resource for Kinship Caregivers, and can allow them to at least begin this process, themselves, without incurring 

the cost of legal counsel. 

 

What data, research or other information did the recommender consult to formulate this proposal? 

This was a consistent and frequent recommendation from Kinship Caregivers who have been actively participating in 

Kinship Caregiver Focus Groups, as a part of an initiative of Casey Family Programs; The Villages of Indiana, an 

accredited, statewide child and family services nonprofit; and the Indiana Department of Child Services … all with the 

goal of providing greater support and resources to our dedicated Kinship Caregivers in Indiana.
